I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  in  your 
district  for  1972. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Registrar  General’s 
estimated  mid  year  population  for  1972  shows  a rise  of.  40  on  the 
figure  for  1971  - the  population  being  1790.  Since  1951  there 
has  been  a gradual  decline  of  some  85  in  the  population  of  the 
town . 

There  was  a total  of  29  births  which  gives  a rate  of  16.2 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  13.7. in  1971.  The  rate  for 
Montgomeryshire  was  12.6  and  for  England  and  Wales  14.8. 


There  were  4 illegitimate  births  which  is  14%  of  all  live 
births,  the  rate  for  Montgomeryshire  being  9%  and  for  England 
and  Wales  9%.  In  1971  this  rate  was  8%  for  Machynlleth. 


There  were  no  home  confinements,  no  still  births  and  no 
infant  deaths.  There  were  2 premature  births. 

13  of  the  births  took  place  at  Bronglais  Hospital.  This 
is  45%  of  the  total  number  of  births  compared  with  42%  in  1971. 

There  were  25  deaths  which  gives  a death  rate  of  14.0  per 
1,000  population.  The  rate  for  Montgomeryshire  was  14.1  and  for 
England  and  ’Wales  12.1.  The  rate  for  Machynlleth  for  1971 
was  18.3 

Of  these  deaths  9 we re  over  the  age  of  75  and  2 women  died 
at  91  and  94  years. 


A motor  vehicle  accident  caused  the  death  of  a young  woman 
of  24  years.  \ 

3 deaths  were  due  to  cancer  and  16  deaths  due  to  heart 
disease  and  3 due  to  cer ebro-vascular  disease.

Although  the  concentration  of  lead  found  in  this  sample 
is  within  the  W.H.O.  1971  limit  of  0.1  parts  per  million  we 
consider  it  is  higher  that  is  desirable. 


Sample  No. 5. 

The  concentration  of  lead  found  in  this  sample  is  above 
the  W.H.O.  1971  limit  of  0.1  parts  per  million.  The  concen- 
tration of  copper  is  within  the  W.H.O.  1971  ’’Maximum  Permissible 
Level"  of  1.5  parts  per  million  but  it  is  higher  than  is 
desirable. 


Sample  No. 6. 

The  concentration  of  lead  found  in  this  sample  is  just 
above  the  W.H.O. 1971  limit  of  0.1  parts  per  million. 

These  analyses  were  sent  to  the  Manager  of  the  Water  Board 
and  his  comments  were:- 

'Lead  pickup  from  Service  Pipes. 

I have  copies  of  the  analysts  * report  which  shows  lead  and 
copper  to  be  present  in  the  six  samples  taken  in  Machynlleth 
and  the  only  comment  I can  make  is,  that  the  p'h  correction 
being  undertaken  akc  the  Treatment  Works  was  not  too  successful 
during  December  last.  The  cause  (a  badly  corroded  pump) 
has  now  been  replaced. 

I heave  also  asked  for  daily  ph  readings  to  be  taken  in  Machynlleth 
to  check  more  rigorously  the  effectiveness  of  the  process. 

Cur  own  chemical  sampling  of  the  source  has  not  revealed  metal 
contamination  of  any  kind  so  obviously  the  presence  of  these 
metals  in  the  samples  is  due  to  pick-up  on  the  service  pipes.  " 

These  samples  will  be  repeated  in  1973. 

HOUSING 


In  1972  work,  was  commenced  on  four  thr ee-bedr oomed  houses 
at  Rock  Terrace  which  is  a re-development  area.  3y  the  Spring 
of  1973  these  were  completed  and  let. 

The  development  in  Maengwyn  Street  which  is  again  a 
re-development  area  consisting  of  7 3-bedroomed.  houses; 

6 1-bedroomed  elderly  persons  flats;  6 3-bedrcomed  maisonettes 
was  commenced. 

At  Newlands  site,  plans  were  approved  for  some  114  2 and 
3 bedr oomed  houses  and  tenders  were  sought  by  early  1973.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  development  wi 1 1 start  in  1973. 

Eleven  houses  were  completed  by  private  builders. 

The  approximate  number  of  private  households  in 
Machynlleth  is  450.

The  effluent  drain  from  the  Sewage  disposal  works 
to  the  river  was  laid  and  completed  early  in  1973  - so 
that  now  the  development  at  the  Newlands  Site  can  proceed. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  will  report  on  the  routine 
maintenance  at  the  works  and  on  the  state  of  the  proposals 
for  pre-treatment  of  trade  effluent  from  the  Stock  Sale  Yard 
and  Slaughterhouse. 

I still  express  hopes  that  work  on  the  extension  of  the 
works  will  commence  before  March  1974.

The  tip  at  Cwtws  Helyg  is  still  in  use  an<3-  now  that  a 
tractor  is  in  use  there  tipping  is  partially  controlled. 

Planning  permission  had  been  obtained  for  the  site  of  a 
Pulverisation  plant  at  Goetre,  Abermule  but  by  the  end  of  the 
year  the  Working  Party  on  County  Refuse  Disposal  had  not 
acquired  the  site.

(a)  The  supplies  of  the  districts  concerned  have  been  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  A summary 
of  the  results  of  tests  is  given  in  Appendix  ’A*. 

(b)  In  the  event  of  an  unsatisfactory  bacter  j.ological  sample 
result  being  obca.ined,  a check  is  made  to  ensure  that  an 
adequate  chlorine  residual  is  being  maintained  and  a further 
sample  taken  as  soon  as  possible. 

(c)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  connected  to  the  mains  during 
the  year  is  given  in  Appendix  '3' . 

(d)  The  naturally  occurring  fluoride  content  of  the  supplies 
is  not  greater  than  0.06.p.p.m.

VAC I N AT I ON  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

In  1971  the  following  advice  was  given  by  the  joint 
Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  after  reviewing  the 
indications  for  offering  vaccination  against  smallpox  in 
Great  Britain 


1.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  need  not  now  be  recommended 
as  a routine  procedure  in  early  childhood. 


2.  All  travellers  to  and  from  areas  of  the  ’World  where  Smallpox 
is  endemic  or  countries  where  eradication  programmes  are  in 
progress  should  be  protected  by  recent  vaccination. 

3.  Health  Service  Staff  who  come  into  contact  with  patients 
should  be  offered  vaccination  and  regular  re-vaccination.

Water  Samples  (Chemical) 

Six  samples  were  taken  from  the  towns  water  supply  at  scattered  points. 
Jill  the  samples  contained  lead;  three  at  a high  level,  and  one  to  the 
extent  of  0.11  parts  per  million  which  was  above  the  WHO  limit  of  1.0 
part  per  million.  The  p.H.  nature  of  these  samples  was  in  the  range 
6.0  to  6.3.  It  is  important  that  the  p.H  nature  be  maintained  at  a level 
of  7.5  and  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  aware  of  this.  The  faulty 
pump  which  caused  the  poor  results  has  been  replaced.

New  Dwelling  Houses. 

Private  Sector 

During  the  year  eleven  houses  were  completed  in  the  private  sector.

Twenty  three  houses  are  in  the  process  of  construction  - four  will  be 
completed  early  in  1973  and  nineteen  later  in  October  or  November  1973. 


Sewage  Disposal 

Four  samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  were 
unsatisfactory.  As  previously  stated,  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  works  will 

not  improve  significantly  until  the  proposed  extension  has  been  completed  and  is 
operational. 


Slaughtering  at  Lloyd  Williams'  Slaughterhouse,  Gas  Lane,  it  is 
envisaged,  will  increase  during  1973,  imposing  increased  loading  on  the  Sewage 
works . Allowance  will  be  made  in  the  estimates  for  1973,  for  the  cleaning  and 
reinstatement  of  the  media  in  the  Sludge  drying  beds,  and  the  provision  of 
spreaders  to  the. sparge  pipes  of  the  ratating  distributor.  Experiments  will 
be  carried  out  with  Floccatan  to  speed  up  the  process  of  desludging  frequently. 


work  on  the  effluent  pipe  line  to  the  river  Dovey  did  not  proceed  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  Clwyd  Construction  company  were  not  able  to  speedily 
cope  with  the  various  problems  which  arose  from  time  to  time  and  adverse  weather 
conditions  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  did  not  help  matters. 
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Refuse  Tip 

The  control  of  tipping  has  inproved  considerably  since  the  aquisition 
of  a tractor  equipt  with  a front  dozer  blade  and  bucket.  Refuse  is  pushed  over 
the  tip  face  as  and  when  the  need  arises. 

Spoil  for  covering  was  readily  available  during  the  year  and  in  such 
quantities  as  to  enable  stabilisation  to  be  achieved.  The  tip  is  on  the  flood 
plane  of  the  river  Dovey  and  was  completely  covered  during  recent  floods, 
however,  only  a small  amount  of  refuse  was  disturbed  when  the  floods  subsided. 

Fly  control  is  basically  achieved  by  incineration  of  all  combustible 
matter  on  the  tip  surface  before  pushing  it  over  the  face.  This  incineration  is 
carried  out  in  a controlled  manner  and  has  proved  successful. 

The  tip  area,  is  regularly  treated  for  rodents  and  for  this  purpose 
zinc  phosphide  is  used.
